ALDRICH’S CURRENCY PLAN 


Basic Principles Are the Sam e aa the 
First Proposal, 
Washington, Oct. 20.—Farmer Sen­ 
ator 
Nelson W. Aldrich, of 
Rhode 
Island, submitted to the national mon­ 
etary commission, of which he Is the 
chairman, a revision of his plan for 
monetary legislation. The commission 
may use it as the basis of its recom­ 
mendations to congress. 
Briefly the plan provides for the or­ 
ganization of the National Reserve As­ 
sociation with capital of approximate­ 
ly $300,000,000, in which the United 
States government and 
the 
banks 
owning shares in the association shall 
be the only depositors. The plan of di­ 
viding the United States at first into 
fifteen financial districts remains un­ 
changed. 
In each district the 
banks 
shall 
form local association* of their own, 
which iii turn will be represented in 
the branches and finally In the cen­ 
tral organization through a system of 
election of directors, which, it is said, 
will make it impossible for any sec­ 
tion or set of bankers to control the 
whole. 
To provide for the $730,000,000 of 
two per cent government bonds now- 
owned by the 
national 
banks .’ nd 
used as the basis of note circulation, 
which are to be absorbed by the re 
serve association, the following plan 
Is proposed: 
Upon the application of the reserve 
assocition the secretary of the treas­ 
ury shall exchange the two per (cut 
bonds which the association will buy 
from the banks at par and accrued in­ 
terest, for a new issue of 3 per cent 
securities, payable fifty years after 
the date of issue. 
The reserve association will pay to 
the government a special franchise 
tax of one and one-half per cent per 
year on the amount of such bonds.

Macon, Ga., Oct. 20.—Eugene Ely, 
the aviator, was fatally injured at toe 
state lair grounds when his machine 
failed to rise from a sensational dip 
and plunged with him fifty feet to the 
ground. 
Ely fell iu the presence of nearly 
SOUD persons to the middle of the in 
closure of the race track, after almost 
clearing the machine by a d eso late 
leap when he realized his peril. 
Hi* died a few minutes later, re­ 
gaining consciousness just before the 
end long enough to mutter: 
“ I lost control; I know I am going 
to die." 
He circled the track at about thirty 
miles an hour. As he was completing 
the circuit he made a dip. 
The machine shot down with tre 
mendouH velocity and the crowd ap­ 
plauded, thinking the aviator would 
rise, as he had done many times lie 
fore. But E ly seemed to lose his grip, 
for the mat bine continued its down­ 
ward plunge and he attempted to rise 
from his seat. In fact, be released the 
lever altogether aud 
half 
jumped, 
barely clearing the aeroplane as it 
crashed to the ground. The machine 
was demolished aud Ely struck with 
terrible forte. 
E ly is survived by a 
young wife 
whom he recently married in Califor­ 
nia. 


Eugene E ly will t>e remembered for 
his participation in the New York to 
Philadelphia flight which took place 
in August last. 
He took Hamilton's 
place but failed to finish 
E ly came info prominence in Octob 
cr of last j ear when he attempted to 
cover the distance from Chicago to 
New York. 
The young aviator, who 
had made several notable flights in 
monoplanes, chiefly for distance rec­ 
ords, stat ted out for the purpose ol 
winning a purse of 125,<HH) offered by 
newspapers lf he could fly between 
th*- two cities. 
His start was an auspicious one, but 
when the 
mat tune had gone 
ouly 
eleven miles the carburettor became 
clogged and Ely was forced to de 
seem! and ahaudon the trip. 
In November of last year Ely, In a 
biplane, made an attempt to fly from 
a ship to land, the first trial of the 
kind to Ire made. 
The attempt was in 
the Chesapeake Bay, 
The trial wa* 
made at>«>ot 
twelve miles from the 
Norfolk ua\y yard, from the I'nlted 
State* front < miser Birmingham. Elv 
made the distance of twelve mile* 
from ttie vessel, but wa* fonded to 
land on a sandbar many miles from 
his goal. 
The greatest feat jierformed by Eh* 
was his flight from the Selfridge avia 
Hon field near San Francisco to tbs 
dei k of the c ruiser Pennsylvania on 
January IX of the present year. 
Al that time Ely, in a Curtiss bi 
plane, sailed over the assembled war 
ships in San Francisco bay and alight 
ed gracefully on a prepared platform 
on the de»*k of the Pennsylvania 
This 
was the first successful feat of it- 
kind. 
After making several adjust 
meins to his biplane he returned from 
the ship to the aviation field. 
In this 
flight he covered a distance of a lit­ 
tle more than twenty five miles.
